spectability of tho south arc massed in 
the democratic ranks, and all the rowdy 
ism, ruffianism, ignorance and degrada- 
tion in the republican party. 


"He will besmirch his own party in tho 


north by saying to the merchant that the 
statft of tbiDgs » the south in this respect 
is the reverse of what it is in the north, 
where the republicans hava the respecta- 
bility and tho democrats are o! the lower 
elements. He will tall about what tax 
treatment they accord to the northern 
people who come down there, and all the 
timj he will bo scheming bow to set the 
best of the merchant in trade or scheme.

Som o time afterward he received a letter 
from a man giving near the property! 
who told him that depredations wer 
going on to the injury of the forest. The 
northern man wrote back thanking the 
Boutherner for his information, and ask- 
ing him to siudly keep an oye on his 
property and let him know if the timber 
thieves continued their operations to an 
eitent that required attention. He heard 
nothing more of tho matter for three 
joars, when he received a bill from his 
supposed disinterested friend for $1,800 
for three years' watch and guard over hie 
property. 
Of coursa he retimed to 


pay it and there was considerable cor- 
respondence about it. 
A vear later, on 


going south to look otter his property, ho 
found that under the laws of the state 
where it was located, tho eoutnwn man 
had brought suit against him for the 
$1,800, giving notice in an obscure local 
paper.had secured judgment on the prop- 
erty, foreclosed ;on it, bought it in, and 
there was absolutely no redress.

Ho has acted in tills in- 
vestigation as conusol for tho Democrats, 
and is a principal defendant. Ho attondod 
tho indignation mooting at Eranham and in- 
troduced tho resolution requiring certain 
Republicans to coaso a certain lino oC con- 
duct or leave tho country. Ho presided over 
the canvas of votes, and sent a telegram to 
D. D. Bolton, father of Dwoes Bolton, who 
was killed, to tho effect that "things look 
bad" at Bronham. Ho did not romombor 
that ho used tho words, "do your work,1' 
although ho was not positive about it. 


When asked It ho had any objection to 


having tho telegram laid boforo rho commit- 
tee, Judgo Kirk ropliod that ho had not, if it 
was in possession of any member of tho com- 
mittee. Senotor Spoonor asked him to write 
an ordor for tho committoo to tho Western 
Union Telegrap!) company, so tho original 
tologram could bo obtained, but ho rolused to 
comply. Witness named Hackworth, Moore, 
Qoldor, Potter, Lockett and Schoutzo among 
thoso warned to cease 'thoird action—consist- 
ing of prejudicing tho blacks against tho 
whites—or loavo tho country. Ho said Pot- 
toi had declared himself in lavor of arming 
tbo-negroos to shoot whito men at tho ballot 
box. Tho others named, ho said, woro of- 
fensive in tbeir speeches. 


During tho courso of further examination 


tho witness said tho Republicans tried to 
swear tho negroes to support tho Republican 
ticket, mid would ostracise any negroes who 
wanted to support the People's ticket. Thoro 
•vas w general belief among tho whito people 
lhat tho nogroos had beon advised to go to 
tho polls armed, and that Lockott and Gol- 
dor hail given that advice. Witness had 
beon notified by lottor that ho was to bo shot 
at tho first opportunity; that tho throat 
was no Hull', ar.d that others would surely 
follow his fate. A letter addressed to Bob 
Doau, and signed ''Dead," had beon sent in 
caro of witness which stated that "wo ex- 
pect to kill Democratic nogroes until wo got 
:\vo for every ono they havo killed.11 


Tlio examination was continued nearly all 


day, Messrs. Spooner and Evarta interro- 
gating tho witness very closely.

present term as sonator expires March -1. 
A resolution offered by lliddloborger direct- 
ing the publication ot all • tho matter on the 
sonato files relating to the rejection of Mat- 
thowB, nominated for district recorder of 
deeds, was adopted. Tho conference report 
on tho public building at Detroit was agreed 
», and tho District appropriation bill passod, 
as was tho military academy appropriation 
bill. Miller moved to tako up tho bill to 
create a department o£ agriculture, and was 
antagonized by n motion by McPherson to 
consider tho houso resolutions for an invcsti- 
;ation of tho Pnciilc railways. A yea and 
nay voto was taken aud McPhorson's motion 
rejected—yeas, 2i; noys, 33—tho yea voto 
joing almost wholly Democratic and the nay 
voto Republican. Tho agricultural depart- 
ment bill was then considered, but wont ovor 
_. unfinished business, and the house amend- 
ments to the sundry civil bill disagreed to in 
julk. A short executive session woo thon 
aeld, after which tho sonato adjourned. 


The house refused to pass tho John W, 


Forris pension bill ovor tho president's voto 
—yeas, 1S2; r.ays 03—not tho requisite two- 
thirds. The sonato amendments to tho sun- 
dry civil bill wore non-concurred in. Tho 
miiitary'cominitteo's bill to provide for tho 
manufacture of modorn ordnance for tho 
nnvy and soacoast defense was reported. 
It 


appropriates J5,000,000, and was referred to 
committee ot tho whole. It provides for tho 
-iiauufacturo of stool guns, rifled mortars, 
and torpedoes. Tho houso thon wont Into 
committee of tho whole and considered the 
postoillco appropriation bill as amendod by 
tho senate. Tho appropriations committee 
recommended non-concurrence in the omond- 
.uont appropriating 5300,000 for a mail sub- 
sidy for vessels to run from United States 
ports to South American ports. 
Burroughs 


ot Michigan spoko in favor of tho subsidy, 
and at the conclusion of hisremarks iho com- 
mittee rose and tho house spent tho remain- 
dor of tho session in eulogizing tho late Sona- 
tor Pike of Now Hampshire, and after ad- 
dresses from several mombors adopted reso- 
lutions oC respect and adjourned.

WASHINGTON Cm-, Fob. ffi.—Tho vote 


in tho senato Tuesday on taking up tho house 
. solution for an investigation of tho Pacific 
railways was almost a partisan ono, tho_only 
Republican favoring it being Van Wyck, 
and tho only Democrats opposing boing 
Borrj'i Call, George, Jones of Arkansas, and 
Walthall. After tho voto was takon Ed- 
munds said that tho Pacific railroad resolu- 
tion as it camo from tho house was calculated 
(he would not say designed) to prevent get- 
ting forward with tho business ot tho Pacific 
railroads in a definite and decisive way. 
It 


was calculated to dp procisoly what tho rail- 
road companies (if they did not want tho 
matter determined decisively) would havo 
wished. Ko matter what old transaction an 
investigation might bring out, nor how bad 
they woro, that would bo of no possible con- 
sequence to tho matter in hand. It would 
result in a delay of ono, or two, or three 
years. Tho judiciary committee, however, 
had amended the house proposition so as to 
keep tho investigation within such limits as 
that it may bo accomplished in a reasonable 
time, and also by adding provisions that 
woro of rcol consequence and importance 
pandlng a final disposition ot tho matter. A-s 
tbo resolution was roportod back from tbo 
judiciary committoo he was for it, not on 
account ot tho investigating part, which ho 
thought utterly useless, but bocauso of other 
legislation in it Therefore anybody who 
supposed that ho and othor senators on his 
side who had voted against tho motion ot tho 
senator from Now Jersey did so with tho 
idea of preventing action on that matter was 
entirely mistaken^

Across tho rolling Attakapus prairio a 


small cavalcade trotted, apparently in no 
hurry to roach its destination. 
The- natural 


gait of tho littlo Creole ponies was an easy 
''lopo"-sor canter; therefore it was that tho 
irregular, rough trot of tho animals evi- 
denced a restraining pull at tho heavy bits. 
Th;ro woro ilvo i)) tho party, all excellent 
horsemen and all dressed in tho coarse but 
durable homespun cottonado of that section 
of Louisiana. They seemed to bo enjoying | 
themselves, for their hearty laughter and i 
loud repartee, in French, all" talking at one 
vimo, bcspoko n freedom from caro and also 
a source of amusement they possessed in 
common. 


In tho distance, just peeping above one of 


tho swell1; in the prairio, tho slender spire oC 
tho littlo church of St. Pierre brolro tho line 
of tha horizon, and in its direction the | 
party wero riding. Out upon these bvoad 
stretches of almost treeless country distances 
sro very deceptive, and it was about two 
hours after the steoplo was first seen that 
tho riders reined up in tho littlo town. Tho 
settlement did not comprise moro than
